SCHOOL REPORT. 


The report of our schools this year, must necessarily be 
similar to that of the past, successes and failures, but we 
feel that, although there have been some failures, the sue- 
cesses have far over-balanced the failures. 

We feel justified in saying that the parents have been 
more to blame for disagreeable happenings, in many in- 
stances, than the children or teachers. 

Pupils should be punctual in attendance each day un- 
less sick; this is not only a law but a duty. The absence of 
~ a pupil not only hurts himself but is an injury to the whole 
school. It is usually the child that is a little backward and 
needs a little extra urging that we find the absent marks 
against. Now if the parents would see to it that their 
children are present and punctual at each session, and in- 
stead of believing all that is brought home to them, would 
visit the schools and .see for themselves personally what is 
being done, then if they have occasion to find fault confer 
with the teacher or school board, how much pleasanter and 
more profitable our schools would be. We are always glad 
to have our attention called to anything that is in any way 
detrimental to our schools and will use our best influence to 
correct the fault, but please know before you complain and 
then do as you would be done by. 

There have been several changes of teachers which, or- 
dinarily, we do not approve of but this year circumstances 
have made it unavoidable some times and some changes we 
thought were for the good of all concerned. The good or- 
der in several of the schools has been especially noticeable 
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and, on the whole, we think the schools in fine condition for 
the beginning of the next year. 

We have maintained six schools of thirty-two weeks 
each, which is two weeks longer than we have been able to 
have some years. 

In conclusion we wish to thank all who by words or 
deeds have helped to make our task a pleasant one and to 
say that we have endeavored to discharge our duties with 
justice and without partiality and except for the few disa- 
greeable incidents the year has been a pleasant one for us 
and we think profitable for the scholars.
